Source is a foraer Federal Bureau of Investigation agent with

apparently excellent personal^within the Dallas office of the FBI and 
the Dallas Police Department. In addition to this, he obviously runs 
a far-flung business intelligence system for his employer, H. L, Hunt, 
to whom ho reports directly. Undersigned has ha* approximately a dofcen 
contacts with source beginning in the spring of 1966 on other investigative • 
natters and a cordial and cooperative atmosphere has narked all such meetings. 

On Kay 21 source was rc-conta.cted and purposes of the current investi- 
gation wore reviewed. Source expressed willingness to cooperate beyond that 
he previously had e;ctendcd on other natters. 

He was snown a Zerox copy of CLAY SKAWs notebook (but showed no 
desire to obtain a copy for himself). He immediately recognized the none 
of LADY I'jARQaliST D'ARGY, 109 Bari's Court Road, London h/8 and stated 
"Here's onej her husband uses a different name from this, and is in orison 
now in Bngland for sedition.", 

"Communist?" he was asked. 

"No, just the opposite," Rotherriel replied. He I’equostod a file 
from his secretary, and verified the imprisoned husband's name as "JOHN de 
CCUPvCY, " editor of The Intelligence Digest, printed iu Cheltenham, 
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printed and copyrighted by Ringrone Eowspapers L td., Cheltenham, Glos., 
England, and edited, source states, from prison. Source obtained from 
his secretary ns** two copies -of the material described and gave them to 
the undersigned — copies are hereto attached. 

Source evidenced no further recognition of names in the notebook but 
accepted a list of four Dallas names and addresses in the book for future 
checking through files of his police contacts, presumably vice squad. 

Source invited undersigned to lunch at the Engineers » Club in Dallas, 
whore general aspects of the assassination wore discussed. During lunch, 
undo. signed alluded parenthetically to the death of GUY BAMCTSTER, and 
source demonstrated great surprice a*d apparent disbelief initially that 
BM®IST3l was deceased. This was the most profound reaction of source 
during all the contacts undersigned has had with him. 

At this luncheon, source volunteered this statement: 

"Well, one thing, I know for sure-but if you repeat me, I >11 deny 
saying it: Jack Ruby was a paid informant flf the FBI. Oswald nay or may 

not have been— or -for the CIA— but I know that. Ruby was an FBI source.” 

Source also stated that he had enjoyed a long-term and close relatior 
.ship (personally) with Jack Revill, former chief of the Dallas PD criminal 
intelligence section, and that he (source) also had known Ramos Kosty, the 
FBI agent, though not nearly so long nor so intimately has he had known Rcv^

During the latter part of tills conference, source took a call from 
H. L. Hunt, who was in Washington preparing for an appearance on the Today 
television program, and ai> one point during their conversation, source said: 

2 well, Mr. Hunt, there is a mah right there in Washington, who could 

help out on that. ...yes, sir. ..it’s COLONEL CASTOR^ he’s an advisor to t he 
president of the National Federal! n of Independent Businessmen. He used to

Subsequent mootings during the next three days with source produced 
these results:

* ith no identifying address or publisher's reference, (Undersigned strongly 
suspects this letter is published by .source under auspicies of H. L. Hunt, 
or th a t surco is close to the publisher, who is a Hunt man in Washington). 

The article refers to the oddity that Zagri and Mr. and Mrs. Ed Pepper 
long-time leaders in Young Democrats* activities in Alabama, were identified 
almost immediately as victims of the Penthouse Resturant fire, hours before 
even firemen^. knew positively that there had been victims, and to a second 
coincidence concerning Hoff a and Alabama — THAT EDWARD GRADY PARTIN of Baton 
Hoage, La., a witness against Hoff a , was under indictment for death by 
automobile in Alabama, but the indictment never Was prosecuted.

MRS. LIUIS states she learned COX once attacked a visitor to his 
apartment with a broken bottle for making remarks ascribing homosexuality to 
his (HS Cox's) room mate. This occurred, she believes at the Southern Dales 
Apartments, 3302 Southern Oaks, in Oak Cliff, although there is no record of 
Cox ever having lived there. 

She remembers that he was very close to a negro employee, named 
"Albert*"- who 'served coffee at Dresser and w&rks nights as a waiter at The 
Rib Resturant, Dallas. Albert now is employed during daylight hours- with 
Blue Cross Insurance. He has not been contacted at- this point. It is 
noteworthy, however, that COX supposedly was involved in a one car accident 
near Ennis, in which he was found lying outside the car off the road near a 
group of trees, injured, unconscious, and brought to a Dallas hospital. The 
person who found him thus was Albert, who just happened tobe driving by tnc 
scene about dam that morning.
